As the warrant for 1983 annual town 
meeting takes shape, it looks like towns- 
people may be asked to vote on such diverse 
issues as renovating Memorial Hall Library 
and improving River Road, cleaning up 
after snow storms and putting reins on 
joggers. 

Monday night was the deadline for insert- 
ing articles on the annual warrant: 37 town 
articles and 18 private articles (including 11 
requests for street acceptances) have been 
submitted. 

However, Town Clerk Elden Salter points 
out that two steps must be taken before the 
warrant is final and official. 

First, the articles must be reviewed by 
town counsel for legality. Articles consid- 
ered illegal will be withdrawn from the 
warrant. 

And the Board of Registrars must review 
the signatures on the private articles before 
they are officially accepted for the war- 
rant. 

The Board of Selectmen will then review 
each article, voting to recommend approval 
or disapproval at town meeting, and with- 
drawing town articles if they choose. 

The articles have not yet been numbered 
and put into sequence as they will appear at 
town meeting. 

Among the proposed town articles, im- 
provements to town property seems to be a 
major theme. 

The most controversial request may be 
one for a $1 million appropriation to recons- 
truct, widen and improve River Road to 
accomodate increasing industrial traffic, 
including the acquisition of land and ease- 
ments. Some residents of River Road have 
already indicated their concerns about wid- 
ening the road — especially if residential 
land must be taken. 

Voters also will be asked to approve a 
plan to renovate and expand Memorial Hall 
Library in the same way that two wings of 
East Junior High will soon be renovated. 
The article does not specify any costs to the 
town. 

If approved, that article would authorize 
the selectmen to sell or lease the library to 
a private developer, who would remodel the

building and then lease it to the town for up 
to 40 years. Special town meeting approved 
a similar article for the EJH wings late last 
year. 

Another article requests a $1 million ap- 
propriation to construct an off-street park- 
ing area behind Town Hall, including any 
necessary land acquisitions. The article 
would also authorize the selectmen to seek 
state and federal aid for the project. 

Town officials are also requesting a $1.3 
million appropriation for the laying or re- 
laying of water mains; $675,000 to purchase 
an aerial ladder and pumper ($425,000), 
communications equipment ($100,000), and 
computers for the schools ($150,000); and 
$50,000 to reconstruct the playing fields at 
West Elementary School, the Shawsheen 
fields and the fields at South School (which 
would include erecting fences along And-

Merrimack Awarded Grant 


Merrimack College in North Andover is one of ten 
colleges nationwide that has been selected for par- 
ticipation in an Association of American College’s 
program to assist the young, Catholic college as it 
charts its course for the future. 

The program, called Project Lodestar, provides 
participating colleges with a team of consultants as 
they plan for and deal with issues which will affect 
higher education in the future. 

Funded in part by the Andrew W. Mellon Founda- 
tion, the program is for a one-year period. 

According to Merrimack President Rev. Johen E. 
Deegan, O.SA., the entire college community, in- 
cluding students, faculty, staff, administration and 
alumni, will be involved in planning Merrimack’s 
future. 

“Faced with today’s turbulent economy and the 
predictions for declining enrollments, institutions 
of higher learning must take a detailed look at what 
they are and what they hope to be. Project Lodestar 
provides an exciting opportunity for us at Merri- 
mack to do just,”’ remarked President Deegan. 

Willard Enteman, provost of Rhode Island Col- 
lege and Merrimack’s lead consultant, has met 
with the faculty and executive board of the Alumni 
Council and has begun work with a 26-member 
steering committee consisting of administration, 
faculty and students. The Steering Committee’s 
basic objectives is to develop a framework for the 
planning process. 

Some of the specific issues and considerations 
that will be addressed include: What makes Merri- 
mack unique? What makes Merrimack Catholic? 
Should the college expand into the research area in 
addition to providing instruction for students? 
Should the college develop a graduate school? 
Should the college expand its division of continuing 
education? Does Merrimack want to expand the 
geographic market it serves—is Merrimack a local 
college? A Massachusetts college? A regional col- 
lege? A national or even international college? 

As to why Merrimack was chosen as one of the 
colleges to benefit from the Lodestar project, Pres- 
ident Deegan points to the ‘‘clarity and substance”’ 
of the college’s proposal. He also noted that the 
Association of American College’s selection of Mer- 
rimack College for the program “‘reflects the confi- 
dence the association has in the future of 
Merrimack.”

This week's snow storm, which dumped 
well over a foot of the white stuff in And- 
over, was ‘‘far worse”’ than the previous 
storm we had — and look out, because more 
snow is expected tomorrow, according to 
Public Works Director Robert E. McQuade. 

He roughly estimated the cost of cleaning 
up after the storm will be $60,000, which 
would mean the town’s snow removal bud- 
get will have been exceeded. 


The storm was difficult to plow, he said, 
because flakes began to fall Sunday mid- 
night, and snow was still falling late Tues- 
day. The brunt of the storm hit during rush 
hour Monday morning, creating traffic 
problems for the snow plows, and many

disabled cars had to be moved, according to 
McQuade. 

He said the town’s own snow removal 
equipment operated smoothly, but many 
private contractors’ plows broke down. Be- 
cause more snow is expected tomorrow, the 
public works department will wait until the 
weekend to pick up snow and dump it in the 
designated areas. 

Police Sergeant Donald Mooers said seve- 
ral small motor vehicle accidents occurred 
during the storm, especially on Routes 495 


and 93. Public school in Andover was 
cancelled Monday and Tuesday. 


He said other than the usual parking 
complaintS and requests that streets be 
widened by snow plows, no unusual prob- 
lems were reported to the police depart- 
ment.

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Industry Road, Whispering Pines 
May Face Voter Decisions 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Accepting a subdivision street as a public 
roadway is usually a matter of routine for 
town meeting, but two articles concerning 
street acceptances may prove more com- 
plicated this year. 

One asks 1983 annual town meeting to 
accept an industrial roadway as a public 
street, something Andover has never done 
in the past, while the other asks town offi- 
cials to try to overturn a ruling of the 
county commissioners. 


(Neither article has been reviewed by 
town counsel at this point — and therefore 
either could later be declared illegal and 
withdrawn from the warrant.) 

Arkwright-Boston Insurance, the devel- 


oper of West Andover Industrial Tech Park, 
will ask town meeting to accept a road 
within the industrial park, Shattuck Road, 
as a public road. The town would then be 
responsible for maintaining the road. ~ 

But Andover has not accepted responsibi- 
lity for any other industrial roadways, Com- 
munity Development and Planning 
Director Jonathan Gilmore told the Plan- 
ning Board Tuesday night. 


Public Works Director Robert McQuade 
added that the road currently does not meet 
the town’s standards for street acceptance. 
He also said it would be difficult to main- 
tain because of its design, and the fact that 
industries along the street ‘‘would demand 


much more service to maintain the aesthet- 
ics out there than normally would be fur- 
nished to a town road.” 

Arkwright-Boston is scheduled to attend a 
future planning board meeting to discuss 
Shattuck Road. 

John Doyle of Reservation Road and 14 
other residents have inserted a warrant 
article that would authorize the selectmen 
to take legal action to set aside a January 
1982 decision of the county commissioners 
to accept Whispering Pines Way as a public 
Street. 

Whispering Pines residents turned to the 
county after 1981 town meeting rejected the 
street; the commissioners overruled town 
meeting’s action. 


Doyle attempted to insert a similar ar‘i- 
cle last year, but the art. cle was declared 
illegal. The moderator gaveled Doyle ‘o 
silence when he attempted to discuss the 
matter from the floor of town meetin,:, 
even though it was not on the warrant. 

Ten private streets which appear to prv- 
sent more routine request: for acceptance 
are also on the warrant: Sioux Circle, 
Cheyenne Circle, Wabanaki Way, Shawnee 
Circle, Blueberry Circle, Peterof Circl:, 
Cattle Crossing, Roulston ‘‘ircle, Pheasart 
Run and Quail Run. 

If Public Works finds tht those streeis 
meet all town standards, tie Board of Se- 
lectmen will present them for acceptance 
at town meeting. 


To Create Advisory Group For 
Matters Involving Parker Forest 


A second court hearing on proposed 
cross-country ski trails in Harold Parker 
State Forest will not be held until next 
month, but an advisory committee to dis- 
cuss the plan will be formed ‘‘soon,”’ 
according to one state official. 

Gilbert Bliss, director of forest and parks 
for the Massachusetts Department of Envi- 
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ronmental Management, said Tuesday he is 
about to create an advisory committee of 
local residents to “‘talk about various issues 
relating to Harold Parker, including other 
things besides the ski touring center.” 

He added that a hearing has been sched- 
uled for early March in Suffolk Superior 
Court. 


Retired 


As the snow fell this week, Mike Brennan of the Andover post office was 
probably relieved not to have to plow through the drifts to deliver the mails. 
Brennan, a veteran of 30 years with the postal service, as a Itter carrier, on foot 
and motorized, retired a week ago. He had served the downtown area, Brook 
street, Essex, and Shawsheen road sections for the most part during his career. 


The state hzd planned to lease part of the 
park to Duane Johnstone of Carlisle, who 
would create six miles of groomed trails in 
the Salem Pond area of the park and offer 
night skiing and ski lessons. State officials 
estimated that the new ski center would 
attract about 10,000 skiers each week. 

State officials were thinking of granting 
Johnstone a two-year permit on a trial 
basis, with the state taking a small percent- 
age of his profits. 

However, hundreds of area residents, 
horseback riders, snowmobilers and skiers 
protested the plan because it could cause 
traffic problems — and close a section of 
the forest to those who now use it free of 
charge. 

Ten residents brought state officials to 


court in December, seeking a temporary 
restraining order to stop the state fro 
making a decision on Johnsto 1e’s proposai, 
but were denied an injunction. A full hear- 
ing on the matter will now be held next 
month. 

When it became apparent that the ski 
center could not be tried at Harold Parker 
this year — although it may still be created 
next winter — the state tried out the plan et 
Great Brook Farm State Forest in Carlisle 
instead. 


According to Bliss, it has “not been « 
great year for skiing’, with little snow anil 
temperatures too warm for snow-making, 
but the Carlisle operation has heen ‘‘quite: 
busy” since the two recent snow storms.

Not Quite Up To Par 


Andover for many years has had an enviable 
reputation for handling snow removal with dis- 
patch. 


At storm’s end, residents could pretty much 
count on being out and around in reasonably good 
shape, thanks to the constant assault on nature’s 
wrath by the snow removal crews. 

Those efforts were not up to par this past week, 
as a storm dumped in excess of 12 inches of snow 
on the town through Sunday night and Monday. The 
morning commute on Tuesday was rougher than it 
should have been, and conditions had hardly been 
abated by the evening’s drive homeward. 

It is difficult to understand. 

Doubtless, with the numerous malls and indus- 
trial parking lots to be cared for by private con- 
tractors, there may not be as much heavy 
equipment available to municipalities, which, of 
course, pay less than in the private sector. 

But it would seem that with the amount of 
vehicles and equipment brought into play to com- 
bat storm conditions, surely by Tuesday morning 
the road conditions should have been better. 

Main Street was in good shape and well cared 
for. But other main arteries carrying traffic in and 
out of town were in deplorable condition. Well- 
rutted, narrow lanes were the paths upon which 
travelers had to proceed, several hours after the 
storm had ceased. 

Some of the equipment hired to battle the storm 
was hardly up to the task, such as pickup trucks 


better suited for driveways than main roads, at- 
tempting to keep up with the persistent downfall 
through the height of the storm. Possibly, due to 
availability and economic factors, this type of 
equipment was all that was available. If that was 
the case, possibly better utilization of such equip- 
ment, such as using two or three small trucks in 
tandem, might better accomplish the task. 

The storm itself was no surprise to anyone, 
having been forecast for several days prior to the 
first flakes falling Sunday afternoon. 

There is little argument that the job of snow 
removal in a community is an arduous and often 
thankless task. Long hours are involved in the 
process of attempting to keep the streets not only 
safe, but accessible for public safety equipment if 
needed. 

Traffic during the height of the storm and in the 
hours after it abated was at a minimum and should 
not have hindered snow removal operations. 

Somehow or other, we have come to expect 
better from the town as far as handling major 
storms is concerned. 

Think back to 1978, just five years ago, when two 
storms, including the Great Blizzard descended on 
the area. In those, the worst storms in recent 
memory, the town was operable at sunrise. 

Having proven then that a good job can be 
accomplished, it is to be hoped that such efforts 
can be reinstituted should Mother Nature unleash 
another snowy swipe at us.

To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

Congratulations on your fine editorial of Feb. 3. 

I have been watching the progress of the Elm 
Square project since it started. I am unable to 
understand how any engineers could come up with 
such a plan nor how the town officials let them get 
away with it. 

They have taken away a number of parking 
spaces where they are needed most. The cement 
piazzas out in front of the Musgrove Building and 
the Carter Block are ridiculous. And the third one 
at the head of High Street near the police shanty. 
Just a plan to make it more difficult to get down 
North Main Street. I understand that we will not be 
able to make a right turn from Central to Main 
Street. In other words we will have to cross the 
square and go up Elm Street, over Florence Street 
and down Park Street to get to the Town Hall area. 

Designed by engineers. What kind of engineers? 
It’s a stupid plan. I haven’t found anyone who likes 
it. The cops don’t like it. They should have been the 
first ones consulted 

I understand that we will have new traffic lights. 
That should really put the frosting on the cake 
Every time that I see cars racing to be the first to 
stop at traffic lights, I am reminded of the remark 
made years ago by the late selectman Howell F. 
Shepard, ‘‘All traffic lights across the country 
(except those at railroad crossings) should be as- 
sembled on a big barge and sunk out in the South 
Pacific.” 

Most people today are too young to realize that 
traffic lights are a relic of the horse and buggy era. 


The first ones came into being in the cities in the 
World War I era in order to give the horse a chance 
at intersections. Then we got more of them so that 
the traffic cops wouldn’t have to stand out there in 
the winter cold and the summer heat. There was 
always talk that there was a rake-off for some 
politicians. I always had my doubts. As time went 
on, the police graduated to cruisers. So, we have 
cars stopped at the lights burning up millions of 
gallons of gas. I’d rather see the cost of the lights 
spent on additional men added to the police force. 

Well, we are always in a cycle and everything 
“changes for the better’ or ‘‘worse’’ and some 
future Town Meeting will te2r up this mess and put 
the old square back like it was. Really, it wasn’t so 
bad, when you see what they’re doing now. 

One more thought. It’s a real bad turn coming 
north on Main Street and making the left turn in 
front of the Memorial Hall Library to go down 
Essex or Central streets. 


If one criticizes a plan, he should be able to come 
up with an alternative. Therefore, I would offer 
mine. Take the Christmas tree plot just north of the 
plice shanty and incorporate it into the square and 
set off a small island in the center of the square, 
between the library and the Musgrove Building, and 
let the traffic go around the rotary. A police officer 
could take care of the pedestrians. In the heavy 
traffic hours, two officers, one at the north, the 
other at the south. This is a way for the police 
department to get the additional men it needs. 


Let’s hear from some others, maybe the police. 
They should be consulted. 
Everyone is talking about it and no one likes it. 
We should get some letters.

The Andover School Committee is now consid- 
ering recommendations from the public for the 
proposed budget 1983-84. The League of Women 
Voters of Andover recommends the retention of the 
present departmental program advisors who ad- 
minister certain subject areas K-12. We recognize 
the need to limit the number of salaried personnel 
during this period of fiscal constraint, and we also 
recognize the absolute importance of the classroom 
teacher vis a vis pupil/teacher ratios. However, we 
urge you to consider retaining a level of personnel 
who are intended to eliminate duplication of effort 
by various teachers throughout the K-12 system. 
Latest available information from the state shows 
that supervisory administration costs in Andover 
are lower than in comparable school districts. 
Surely it is more efficient to charge one person with 
the responsibility to coordinate a program K-12, 
e.g., language arts, than to hope—through chance— 
that the curriculum is kept intact by a number of 
different teachers both within and between elemen- 
tary and secondary schools. 


The league supports school programs designed to 
meet the diversity of gifts and handicaps of our 
children and to educate all individuals to their best 
potential.

WASHINGTON - Many 
conservatives are unhappy 
with Ronald Reagan. They 
feel their onetime idol has 
feet of clay. 

Not all conservatives 
have lost faith in the presi- 
dent, however. One who still 
thinks Reagan is fine is Nel- 
son Bunker Hunt, the 
freewheeling Texas oil 
millionaire. 

Hunt recently lent his 
name to a six-page fundrais- 
ing letter being sent out by 
the National Conservative 
Political Action Committee 
(NCPAC). 

It’s a long letter, in which 
Hunt gives lavish praise to 
President Reagan -- and, of 
course, to NCPAC. The let- 
ter is an invitation to 
become a member of 
NCPAC’s official advisory 
committee. 

A seat on the advisory 
board costs $5,000. Member- 
ship will be limited to 300. 
That’s exclusive enough, but 
Hunt’s letter promises even 
more. 

Board members will 
receive a gold lapel pin 
which “will be recognized by 
conservative administration 
and congressional leaders.” 
Then, on Feb. 22, the 
NCPAC board will have 
what Hunt calls a “private 
reception” with the presi- 
dent at the White House.

Neilson Hunt lends support 
to NCPAC’s membership drive 


Bunker Hunt said the Texas 
millionaire has been an 
active supporter of NCPAC 
ever since it was founded. 
He has a good reason to be. 

Two years ago, NCPAC 
was accused of improper 
lobbying on Capitol Hill. It 
wasn’t registered as a lobby- 
ing group, but it sent letters 
to several congressmen urg- 
ing them to block efforts to 
tighten up a tax loophole 
used by silver traders, 
including Hunt. 

The case was turned over 
to the Justice Department’s 
criminal division for study. 
The investigation has just 
ended, and we've learned 
that the government is let- 
ting NCPAC off the hook on 
the grounds that the organi- 
zation’s letter was a one- 
shot deal that hasn’t been 
repeated. 

DEAF. EAR: The Justice 
Department is investigating 
allegations that Sen. Strom 
Thurmond, R-S.C., accepted 
at least $20,000 in bribes 
from renegade ex-CIA agent 
Edwin P. Wilson. 

Wilson was recently con- 
victed of illegally selling 
weapons to Libyan dictator 
Muammar Qaddafi. Sen. 
Thurmond has vehemently 
denied the allegations. 

We can now relate a curi- 
ous circumstance involving 
the allegations against Thur- 
mond. At one point, the 
House Intelligence Commit- 
tee staff was told that there 
was a shady connection 
between Wilson and the 
senator. But the committee 
staff didn’t pursue the 
matter.

TIME LIMIT FOR LOAN 


People who try to sell 
their own homes often 
run into problems re- 
garding the time factor.

plaining about everything she does a she does and telling her 


how wonderful his other children are. She feels 
bitter and resentful because she is the one who has 
given up her other interests to take care of him. 

“It’s the repetition of her stories that gets me. 
It’s the same ones I’ve heard all my life. 1 was 
there when some of these things happened and it 
just wasn’t the way she tells it,’ another man 
interjected. ‘‘I feel mean because I get frustrated 
hearing the same stories again and again. I know 
her memories are important to her. Part of the 
problem is it’s telling me my mother is getting 
old.”’ 

These were typical of the stories and concerns 
shared at the community discussion series spon- 
sored by Lawrence General Hospital (LGH), Law- 
rence. The series was held at Memorial Hall 
Library in Andover. 

It’s important to let older people repeat their 
memories. It’s a way of wrapping up their lives, 
said Stephen Burke, ACSW, LGH director of social 
services. At the same time, it is O.K. to feel angry 
about the constant repetition of the story. 

‘‘My father tends to do the same thing so I started 
a journal of all his stories. When he starts to tell a 
story I get my book. If I’ve already heard it I tell 
him we've already done that one Dad. Tell a differ- 
ent one. He does. I don’t have to hear the same 
thing over and over again and my children will 
benefit by getting a written record of his mem- 
ories,’’ suggested another member of the audience. 

Several attendees commented that their elderly 
parents -even those over 80 - won’t participate in 
local senior activities feeling the other people in- 
volved were ‘“‘too old.”’ They only want to socialize 
with their family.

It’s wonderful that these elders have such a 
youthful outlook on life, but at the same time it isn’t 
fair to the next generation - the adult children - to 
try to mold their lives entirely, Burke pointed out. 
He went on to point out many of our senior citizens 
were raised to be independent - almost loners -and 
not to be involved socially. We can’t expect them to 
change when they are over 70. One major gap in 
programs for elders is there are so few gear to the 
needs of men, all agreed. 

Laurie Ambra, RN, a continuing care nurse in the 
LGH social services department, urged attendes 
who felt they never had a chance to get away from 
their live-in parents to look into elderly day care, 
congregate living and elder foster care programs. 

Making different living arrangements for a par- 
ent doesn’t mean you’re deserting them, especially 
if the current situation is destroying others in the 
family emotionally. People need time for them- 
selves - and time for their family and their spouse, 
Burke added.

With voters’ approval, the gravel remov- 
al section of the zoning bylaw may be 
amended to define earth removal as the 
carrying off-site of soil, loam, sand, peat, 
gravel, rock or similar matter. Town meet- 
ing approved the gravel removal bylaw 
three years ago. 

And the ban against on-street parking 
during the winter (from 1 to6 a.m.

The prospective bride may have found 
her ideal wedding dress.

of details for the bride: 

Remind the bride of the schedule of events for the 
wedding day throughout the day. 

Keep the bridesmaids informed of where and 
when they must appear at the church, for photo- 
graphs, etc. 

Help the bride dress for the ceremony, change 
and pack for the wedding trip. 

During the ceremony, the honor attendant holds 
the groom's ring, and then takes the bride’s bouquet 
when rings are exchanged. She also moves the 
bride’s veil from her face for the bridal kiss and 


replaces it, and arranges the bride’s train when she 
turns to walk back down the aisle. 

The maid or matron of honor stands next to the 
groom in the receiving line at the reception. And as 
the festivities come to a close, she helps the bride 
change into her going-away outfit and sees that the 
best man takes the bride’s luggage. 

A bridesmaid’s duties are less formal, but these 
attendants should be available to help the bride or 
her mother with any last-minute details before the 
wedding. During the reception, they stand next to 
the honor attendant in the receiving line. 


Music Should Be Meaningful 


A line in the popular ‘‘Wedding Song’’ says, 
‘Whenever two or more of you are gathered in His 
name, there is love.” 

There is also music. 

No wedding is complete without it, but to make it 
meaningful to the couple takes a little advance 
planning and ingenuity. 

Here are some guidelines and suggestions to 
make every wedding ceremony and reception truly 
special : 

If the wedding is to be performed in a religious 
setting, consult with clergy or the church music 
director to determine what types of music are 
allowed. Many churches, inspired by contemporary 
services, are eager to accomodate personal music 
choices. 

Resist the temptation to use musical selections 
just because you like them. No matter how beauti- 
ful or entertaining, if the song diverts attention 


from the ceremony, don’t consider it. 

When choosing a vocal piece, evaluate the lyrics. 
Do they say what you want to be said? 

Invite friends who can sing or play musical in- 
struments well to participate. Often, the more 
personalized you make the ceremony, the more 
meaningful it will be for everyone. 

Position musicians and singers near the front and 
to the side of the pulpit, where they can be heard 
without upstaging the bridal couple. 

Many contemporary brides are choosing to stand 
at the head of the aisle while a special song is 
played, joining the groom as the song comes to an 
end. 


Involve your attendants in the proceedings by 
asking each to choose a musical selection. The 
result may be a refreshing blend of everything from 
Chopin to country, jazz to Joplin.

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Bridegroom’s Attire Also Important 


The bridegroom's clothing has tradition- 
ally taken a back seat to the bridal gown. 
While the groom has shuffled politely off to 
rent his attire, much thought and hundreds 
of dollars has gone into the selection of the 
bride’s outfit 

The bridegroom who wants to hold his 
own without upstaging the bride needs 
equal say in the formality of the wedding 
attire. He should familiarize himself with 
the traditional and not-so traditional nuptial 
garments. 

Usually traditional dress is suited to the 
season and the hour of the ceremony and is 
determined by the degree of formality of 
the bridal gown 

For a formal evening wedding the groom 
and other men in the wedding party wear 
black tailcoat with matching trousers, 
white pique waistcoat, starched shirt, while 
tie, black socks and patent leather shoes. 

The semi-formal evening wedding means 
a tuxedo or dinner jacket, white shirt with 
turn-down collar, a bow tie, black cummer- 
bund or vest, black socks and shoes. 

The semi-formal daytime ceremony re- 
quires a dark or lighter suit depending upon 
the season, while the informal evening wed- 
ding means a dark suit. 

In the early 1970’s tradition for the groom 
changed with the introduction of the cos- 
tume look. Specifically, one formal wear 
manufacturer had a style called the Prince 
Edward, a single-breasted, three button 
jacket with notched lapels and a velvet 
black collar. By the mid-70’s the Prince 
Edward was replaced with the Charleston, 
a tail coat with squared off front and back 


offered in pastel colors. 

As the styles come and go, the groom 
must do a little research on his own to find 
out what type of style is popular. He doesn’t 
have to follow traditional rules of dress or 
even the fashion. 

Whatever his feelings about men’s wed- 
ding attire, he should follow a few basic 
rules to help things go smoothly. About two 
months before the ceremony, he and the 
bride-to-be should discuss their feelings and 
expectations about the clothing for the en-

tire bridal party. Attendants should be 
briefed on the type of clothing they are to 
wear. 

A young bride’s wedding day is definitely 
a time to remember so she should choose a 
ceremony style that most becomes her. 
Basically, there are four distinct types of 
weddings: formal, semi-formal, informal, 
and civil. All set down specific rules con- 
cerning time, place and the correct manner 
of dress for al! those participating in the 
nuptials. 

The formal wedding takes a great deal of 
planning well ahead of the scheduled date 
and requires the assistance of professionals 
such as decorators, florists and food service 
personnel. Some details may be supervised 
by the bride’s mother if she so desires. 

A formal ceremony usually takes place in 
a church but it may be held at someone’s 
home, at a private club or suitable hotel 
ballroom. 

In the South, Midwest and West the cus- 
tomary time is evening or late afternoon 
while in the East, a formal wedding takes 
place either at noon or around four in the 
afternoon. 

As to the number of people in the wedding 
party, there may be from six to twelve 
bridal attendants, the best man and at least 
as many ushers as there are bridesmaids. 
More ushers may be added if needed to take 
care of seating all the guests. The usual rule 
followed requires at least one usher for 
every fifty guests invited. At a formal serv- 
ice, no matter where it is held, special 
seating sections are always reserved for 
the parents, relatives and honored guests.

Elaborate decorations play a big part in 
formal weddings. If the ceremony takes 
place in a church, there should be aisle 
ribbons, an aisle carpet and sometimes a 
canopy extending from the curb to the 
church door. 

A beautiful and lavish reception follows 
the formal ceremony. It may take place ina 
home or garden, private club or hotel with 
all food and decorations meeting the high 
standards of a fancy formal wedding. Re- 
freshments should be prepared and served 
by experts. A bridal table is usually set up 
but this is optional since guests are served 
buffet style. 

The bride’s attire for a formal daytime 
wedding is a floor length gown of white, 
creamy white or soft pale tint. It may be 
long or short sleeved with cathedral or 
sweep train. Her attendants gowns should 
be floor or ballerina length in any color 
preferred. the groom and his best man 
should wear cutaway jackets of Oxford 
grey or black with coordinating trousers 
and grey flannel waistcoats in winter, white 
linen waistcoats insummer. 

The semi-formal wedding is a little less 
extravagant than the formal. It may take 
place in a church or chapel, in the garden or 
at a private club. Evening or anytime in the 
afternoon is considered a proper time. 

Church decorations such as aisle ribbons 
are not usually used at a semi-formal cere- 
mony. If it is a church service, an organist 
should be engaged to play for the bride’s 
processional. For ceremonies held outside 
a church, arrangements may be made for 
processional accompaniment

When you and a professional photogra- 
pher plan your wedding photography ses- 
sion well in advance of the occasion, you 
can be sure your portraits and candid prints 
will capture all the emotion, excitement 
and sentiment of the nuptial celebration. 

Ideally you should begin to look for a 
professional photographer some months be- 
fore your wedding date: it’s important to 
get an early start if the ceremony takes 
place during the peak times of year — May- 
June, August or November-December. 

To find a studio that offers personalized 
bridal service, ask recently married friends 
for recommendations. 

As soon as you compile a list of three or 
four candidates, make an appointment to 
visit each studio. Ask the staff to show you 
a sample of the wedding portraits the pho- 
tographer made during the last year. 

Professionals often have bridal consul- 
tants who handle many of the details and 
organizational work so the photographer 
can concentrate on producing a variety of 
fine quality images. 

Traditional bridal photography includes 
three distinct occasions for a professional's 
service. 

The first phase, engagement photo- 
graphs, are usually made in the studio. The 
prints are sent to a hometown newspaper 
with a formal announcement. You can also 
mount the prints in a frame and give them

to your fiance or loved ones as a keepsake. 
To prepare for this sitting, ask the studio 
for advice on choosing clothes, makeup and 
hairstyle. Stylists usually recommend solid 
garments that complement facial features, 
since busy prints or loud patterns may 
detract from your appearance. 
As a general rule, select makeup that 
j u a natural look. Try to avoid heavy 
ons or rouge or dark eyeliner. A 
light touch of lipstick highlihghts your lips 
and helps them stand out. 
The studio can also prepare a written 


announcement and send the notice to the 
publication. These extra services save you 
time and let you concentrate on more im- 
portant details.

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Planning Calendar For The Wedding 


As soon as you have decided on a wedding 
date, you should check with the church, 
synagogue, hotel or other place where you 
plan to have the ceremony — and also the 
site fer the reception — to see if that date is 
available. 

Some couples have been known to plan a 
year in advance to secure a particular date 
and site, especially during the popular 
months of June, September and October. 

A formal wedding takes several months 
to plan. This suggested list is based on the 
time necessary to plan and prepare for a 
large wedding. Those planning simpler 
weddings or shorter notice should also find 
the list helpful. 

Six Months Before 
Discuss the wedding budget with your par- 
ents. If expenses are to be shared with your 
fiance’s family, include them, too. Even if 
costs are not going to be divided, it’s a good 
beginning to talk about the wedding style 
with everyone. 

If you have not decided where the cere- 
mony and reception will be held, do it now.

There’s at least one experience that ev- 
ery bridal couple shares: receiving dupli- 
cate wedding gifts. Almost every pair of 
newlyweds ends up With a spare crockpot, 
electric mixer and toaster oven to stow 
away in a closet. 

You can avoid that problem, however, by 
signing up with the bridal registry at your 
favorite store. The registry lists your gift 
preferences so friends and family can 
choose what you really need and want —and 
avoid buying more than one of each. 

That may solve the duplication problem, 
but it won’t eliminate the ‘‘white elephant”’ 
gifts that everyone receives, those mon- 
strosities that are hard to identify. Is it a 
vase? A planter? An ashtray perhaps? 

The best way to deal with these is to pass 
them on — and on, and on. But be systemat- 


ic about it. Sort the white elephants and 
label them carefully, noting who gave it to 
you and their address. 

Some brides use their white elephants as 
“duty” gifts (never to close friends, of 
course), but others think this is a tasteless 
practice. 

The best way to rid yourself of unwanted 
gifts may take some time, but eventually 
all will be gone. Ship them off to church 
rummage sales, club penny sales or raffles, 
school auctions. Or save them for neighbor- 
hood yard sales. 


And of course every gift deserves a thank 
you note, no matter how inappropriate the 
gift may seem. There’s always something 
nice to be said for the thought behind each 
gift. 


Flowers Add Festive Note 


Flowers add a distinctive and festive note 
to every wedding, and it’s important that 
the bride-to-be work closely with her florist 
to get the results she has in mind. 


For flowers for the attendants, florists 
recommend bringing in swatches from 
their dresses and chcosing flowers that will 
photograph well against the dresses and 
backgrounds.

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Don’t Overlook Tipping 


When calculating the price of a wedding, 
don’t overlook a small but significant cost 
— tipping. 

If tips have not been included into the 
overall cost of the wedding, the bride’s 
father could find himself scrambling for 
cash on the wedding day. 

Of course, the less extravagant the wed- 
ding ceremony, the fewer the tips. 

Following is a list from ‘‘Your Complete 
Wedding Planner’ by Marjabelle Young 
Stewart (David McKay Company, Inc.) of 
those who are tipped, the amount they re- 
ceive and who pays them. 

¢ The caterer, hotel or club banquet man- 
ager and'the bridal consultant receive 1 to 5 
percent, but only if special services are 
offered. The reception hosts adds any spe- 
cial payment to the bill when he pays it. 

e All servers, including waiters, wait- 
resses, bartenders and table captains, re- 
ceive 15 percent, plus 1 to 5 percent for 
captains if their fee is not included in the 
total bill. The reception host adds gratuities 
to the bill when he pays it. 


¢ Powder and coatroom attendants are 
tipped 50 cents per guest, or a flat fee 
agreed on beforehand. The reception host 
adds a flat fee to the bill when he pays, or 
he tips attendants immediately after the 
reception. 

¢ The florist, photographer, baker and 
musicians receive one to 15 percent only if 
special services are performed. The limou- 
sine driver is tipped 15 percent. 

* Civil ceremony officials such as judges, 
justices of the peace and city clerks are 
paid a flat fee — usually $10 is the minimum 
— but check first to see, if the official is 
allowed to accept money. the bridegroom 
pays via the best man after the ceremony. 

* Clergymen receive.a donation based on 
the time he has spent and the size of the 
ceremony. The bridegroom pays through 
his best man. 

¢ Ceremony assistants such as altar boys 
and organists are paid from $5 to $25. The 
wedding host pays them directly after the 
wedding service. Check with the clergyman 
to see if the church cost covers the fee. 


Choose A Caterer Early 


Professional caterers recommend that 
you choose a caterer as early as possible 
during the planning of uour wedding —just 
as soon as you’ve decided on a setting for 
the reception and a budget. 

The time of day your wedding is to be held 
can help determine the menu for your re- 
ception: 

Light foods such as salads, quiches and 
crepes are suitable for morning weddings. 

For an early afternoon wedding, salads, 
seafood and chicken are appropritate, along 


with small rolls and fruit. 

Later in the afternoon, finger foods are 
preferable, such as tea sandwiches and cold 
meats or salmon and rolls. 

Early evening receptions lend themselves 
to buffets of sliced meats and salads, with a 
special dish (chicken or veal, perhaps) as a 
highlight. 


And for evening receptions, you might 
choose a formal dinner, or hors d’oeuvres 
and champagne.

The Best Man’s Duties 
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Making The Day Personal 


The best man at a wedding has plenty to 
keep him busy. He must keep things going 
smoothly during the ceremony until after 
the newlyweds are off for their honeymoon. 
He also has some duties before the wed- 
ding. 

During the ceremony he should: 

¢ Help the groom dress. 

¢ Get from him the clergyman’s fee (in 
a white envelope) which should be turned 
over to the clergyman in the vestry before 
the ceremony. 

¢ Keep the wedding ring until it is 
needed. 

e Assist the wedding party in getting to 
the reception. 

¢ Make the first toast to the bride and 
groom at the reception and read any tele- 
grams which may have arrived. 

* Dance with the bride after she’s danc- 
ed with her new father-in-law, then dance 
with the mothers of the bride and groom. 

¢ Help the groom change into his travel 
clothes and make certain that he has all the 
necessary passports, tickets, reservations, 
cash, charge cards, travelers’ checks, keys, 


-wr'"Pilt the newlyweds’ luggage into the 
car. 

e Return any rented apparel. 

e And send the bride’s parents a tele- 
gram — in the groom’s name — thanking 
them for the reception. 

Before the wedding day, the best man 
should: 

e Arrange for the bachelor dinner. 

¢ Pick up the groom’s gifts to the ush- 
ers. 

¢ Help the groom plan the honeymoon 
trip by making phone calls, picking up tick- 
ets and handing reservations. 

¢ Keep important documents in a safe 
place. 

e Arrange hotel rooms for attendants 
and. special guests. 

¢ Pick up the wedding rings. 

¢ Be responsible for taking the marriage 
license to the wedding rehersal. 

¢ Help the groom pack and send any 
pieces of luggage ahead to the honeymoon 
location, if necessary. 

¢ Make sure the ushers have transporta- 
tion to the church and know what time they 
should be there. 


Announcement 
Guidelines 


You're engaged. Your wedding date is 
set, or even if it isn’t, you want to share the 
news with everyone. 

Announcing the engagement in the news- 
paper is the responsibility of the bride’s 


family. Usually, however, the bride will 
deliver the information or send it herself. 


There is no charge for placing such an- 
nouncements in the Andover Townsman.
